Applicant's arguments, see page 4, filed 1/1 8/201 1 , with respect to the 1 1 2 first 
paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 112 first paragraph 
rejections of claims 8 to 14 have been withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over the prior art of US Patent 
No. 6,488,238 to Battisti, US Patent No. 6,729,846 to Wobben, US Patent No. 
4,930,729 to Savill, US Patent No. 5,069,403 to Marentic et al. and US Patent No. 
6,666,646 to Van lerland et al.. The improvement comprises having a micro profiled

area on a turbine blade in a deceleration zone and having a non profiled area in a flow 
acceleration zone. Battisti teaches a blade with micro profiling but shows the profiling 
over the whole blade and therefore does not meet the limitation of having a non profiled 
area in an acceleration zone. Wobben teaches a shark like coating but fails to teach a 
non profiled area of the blade. Savill discloses a drag reducing coating but fails to teach 
having a blade with the coating in the correct areas. Marentic et al. teaches a drag 
reducing structure that could be used on a blade but fails to teach the specific areas that 
are and are profiled. Van lerland et al. teaches a drag reducing coating for turbine 
blades but fails to teach the coating on the claimed areas on the blade.
